WIRE STRANDS ARE CAUSE 



Taken to the Royal Victoria Hos- 
pital, But Injuries Did Not 
Prove Serious. 



Last evening at Strathcona Hall 
the first of the series of Inter-class 
(icbales was held under the auspices of 
the rejuvenated Literary and Debating 
Society. About sixty members were 
present when the president, Frank 
Common, called the meeting to order 

in (he large hall downstairs. The min- 
utes of the last meeting of the execu- 
tive were read by the secretary after 
which those present divided into two 
sections and adjourned lo rooms A ana 
n. In the former, the debate between 
l*iw '17 and Law 'IS was held while 
Arts 'IS met Arts '111 in the oilier. 

The debate between the two years 
from Law was on the proposition that 
women should he admitted to the prac- 
tice of Law in the Province of Que- 
bec. Dean Lee, of the Law Faculty, 
acted as judge and announced (he 
rules of the debate after which he call- 
ed upon Mr. Phillips, of Law 'IS, to 
open the argument for the affirmative 
The latter speaker began by wishing 
(he executive of the Lit. on behalf of 
his class every success, lie (hen pro- 
ceeded (o sta(c the present situation in 
this province, taking (he Langstalf 
case as an example. From the stand 
point of history, law was not some 
thing Imposed on man by a higher au- 
thority, but was made by man, for man 
"both male and female." Laws should 
keep pace with the progress of society 
and whereas women fifty or sixty 
years ago were generally illiterate 
(hey were now the equal of men in 
education and general fitness to un- 
dertake the practice of law. While, 
women were naturally unable to com- 
pete in past ages when brute force 
was a necessary qualification for suc- 
cess, there was nothing to prevent them 
entering the intellectual field, lie 
attempted to prove that since it was r 
Physiological fact that boys resembled 
their mothers rather than their fath- 
ers, women must be as capable as 
men. In IS73 Sweden had allowed wo- 
men to practice law and later McGW 
had admitted (hem first to the Arts 
course and then to ihe Law Faculty. 
I All provinces in Canada except Qne- 
I bee. as well as France and the United 
Stales had admitted women to the 
legal profession. There were only two 
possible explanations of Ihe situation 
— either the women of Quebec were 
intellectually inferior to (hose of other 
countries or else the law should he 
amended. 

Some people considered that the 
profession was not suitable for women 
but hundreds and thousands of women 
were engaged in business at present. If 
legal profession was not fit. for women 
It was high time (hey were admitted 
in order to clean it up. If it were 
thought that they could not practice 
because denied their civil rights it 
should be remembered that one wrong 
could not b" justified by the presence 
of another. Laws must be modified as 
lime went on. The speaker concluded 
by staling that his colleague would 
deal wi(h some concrete facts con- 
cerning the results in places where 
women had been admitted. 

H. A. Rose replied for the negative 
and remarked (hat the former speaker 
had not seemed very certain as to 
what subject he was debating on. The 
resolution made no mention of Ihe pe- 
culiar status of married women in this 
province and evidently meant that wo- 
tnej should be allowed to practice un- 
der existing conditions. If this plan 
were carried out a young woman 
might be admitted and afterwards 
marry, whereupon serious complica- 
tions would arise since she would not 
he able to carry on her practice with- 
out Ihe consent of her husband for 
every detail. If (he law were so 
amended that married women lawyers 
might not suffer from Ihe same dis- 
qualifications a? other married wo- 
men, it would be a case of discrimina* 
in favor of a particular class. The law 
must be changed in one of two ways 
and would result eilher in discrimina- 
tion or in endangering the protection 
afforded lo married women under Ihe 
existing code. While a considerable 
! number of married women were not In 
; need of this protection there was a 
I great majority who did need it. 

To enter a profession was not a 
I right, said the speaker, but a prlvl- 
| lege 

ing in Order lo remedy some evil. On 
these grounds, if II was advisable that 
women practice law here, i( mus( be 
shown eilher that there was a class of

The Futility of "The Rush" 



Their eyes opened by the death of two students in the "rush" 
at Princeton and Leland Stanford Universities and the injuring of 
many others at different educational institutions throughout the 
.country, several of the leading college newspapers in the United 
: States are advocating its abolition and the substitution of some 
; less harmful form of "scrap." The only wonder is that all right- 
- : thinking directors of educational institutions did not long ago put 
: -themselves on record as being opposed to the "rush," which serves 
-410 purpose other than a spectacular one. There is always the 
.": chance that someone may receive injury, as is often the case, and 
• although there is a demand among numbers of college men for 
:: continuance of the tradition, the demand docs not justify the 
chance of serious injury which is taken by all participants. The 
::toll of lives taken in the "rush" in the universities across the 
" border has always acted as one of the most outstanding reasons 
"for their discontinuance. Besides the two students who have been 
lulled this year at Princeton University and at Stanford Uni- 
versity, there is on record the case of Purdee University which is 
; at present made defendant in a suit for the death of a man killed 
: two years ago in the "tank scrap" there.

[•"year's scrap at the University of Missouri. Two others are re- 
ported as seriously injured, one with a broken leg and another with 
a dislocated arm. 

As the Daily Illini quite rightly says, arguments in favor of 
::"the rush" are largely sentimental. One of the most frequent of 
these is that without the "rush" as a test of human endurance and 
: J true nerve, students will become mollycoddles, capable of nothing 
more strenuous than tiddlewinks. In this connection the Illini re- 
-marks: 

"It is interesting to note that University athletes are inclined 
'{o advance the argument first mentioned, when as a matter of 
fact most varsity athletes have never taken part in such an en- 
counter. Director Huff and his coaches have laid down an iron- 
clad rule that varsity or freshmen athletes never be allowed to 
tf^ï enter such a contest. If the sack rush is such a strong factor in 
developing muscle and nerve in the underclassman, why do not the 
I s ■'"aches urge men trying to develop along those hues to Ret into 
f W it? Why not spend the effort that is necessary to persuade sopho- 
mores and freshmen to enter the sack rush in trying to interest 
W them in one or another form of athletics on the campus?" 

Such arguments as these are ones which arc hard to answer. 
The "rush" passed away years ago so far as McGill is concerned 
and a much less harmful substitute has been since employed. 
When will the American Universities have sense enough to get in 
line?

monts of his leader. He stated that 
the main objection advanced by the 
negative was the law which did not 
give an equal status to married and : 
unmarried women. These laws were 
to protect the average woman, but the! 
average woman did not Intend going 
Into law. while those exceptional wo-i 
men who did do so were not con- 
templating matrimony. After the war I 
there would be a dearth of men and I 
in consequence many women would be 
forced to take up a profession who 
would otherwise marry and settle 
down. If a man did not follow his na- 
tural bent he was called a fool, but 
when a woman attempted to enter a 
profession she was fitted for. "she. was 
told that pot-scrubbing and dish-wash- 
ing was her proper sphere." if the 
Quebec law was an offspring Of 
French law the province should fol- ] 
low the lead of France in this respect, i 
Either the women of Quebec were less 
intelligent than those of other coun- 
tries or else the men were less intel- 
ligent and could not understand the 
arguments in favor of a change. The 
speaker ended hy citing the Illustra- 
tion of the stenographers in down- 
town offices who knew more law than 
Ihe lawyers who employed th*m and 
made six times their salaries. 

Max. Bernfeld replied by saying thnr 
the affirmative had failed to bring for- 
ward any adequate arguments, but set 
up what they expected' would be the 
arguments or the negative, and then 
knocked them down. He showed that 
in Sweden, though women were allow- 
ed to practice law they were not al- 
lowed to bake or carry on a watch- 
makers business. The negative did 
not suggest that women be excluded 
on Ihe score of inferiority, but con- ; 
sldered that the time was not yet ripe, 
for such a drastic change as would be 1 
Involved in the proposals of the af-j 
firmatlve. If an experiment was to be 
carried out. other professions, such as 
medicine were more suitable than that j 
of law. The honor of the, profession 
would lie In grave danger from com- 1 
merclalism since it was already over- 1 
crowded. The gentlemen supporting 
the affirmative could not well be ex- 
pected to know much of the code In 
the short, time they had dealt with It. 
In conclusion, the negative was not 
antagonistic to women's rights, but 
thought the time had not yet arrived 
for this proposal to be carried out. 

In rebuttal Mr. rtiillips went over 
the. arguments and stated that be was I 
prepared to see the changes necessary 
In the code made since ho considered) 
the resolution to Include such changes: 
as would enable women to practice on 
KB equal footing with men. 

Dean Lee then withdrew to consider 
his derision, and the meeting was 
thrown open for discussion. 

The chairman drew attention to the 
presence of MlSS Hurlbatt and several 
voting ladien from the R.V.C. and in- 
vited them to give their views on the 
subject under discussion. Miss Hurl- 
hatt in reply thanked the. members of 
the Lit. for an cnjovable evening and 
assured them of their appreciation nf 
the F.prerhc.i, but remarked that they 
were not prepared to take part in Ihc 
discussion. 

Mr. Ilernfcld remarked that the 
members of the Lit. would probably 
enjoy listening to a debate of the Delta 
Sigma Society and In reply Mis? Cam- 
eron invited any members who were 
able to do so to attend the meeting on

dress them. 

Messrs. Sheelman and Garber then 
gave their opinions on the arguments 
advanced by the speakers In Ihe. de- 
bate, after which Dean L p e re-entered 
and gave his decision. He summed up 
the arguments of the two sides aud 
after pointing out the valid arguments 
and remarking that the speakers for 
the negative had laid too much stress 
on the status of married women as 
distinct from women In general he de- 
cided in favor of the affirmative, and 
the meeting then adjourned.

Captain Percy E. Nobbs, of the In- 
structional Cadre of the 4th Division, 
is conducting a division course for in- 
structors in physical training and bay- 
onet fighting. Captain Nobbs was laôt 
year professor of architecture at Mc- 
Gill University, and in the middle of 
the winter he obtained a commission 
and went over to England as captain- 
Instructor to the Northumberland 
Fusiliers. He has lately returned, and 
intends teaching this class of instruc- 
tors all the new Aldershot course in 
physical training and bayonet fighting. 
The course, which Is open to all untts, 
will last about three and a half weeks, 
and when completed certificates as in- 
structors will be awarded to all those 
successful in passing the final exam- 
inations. 

The 73rd Battalion of Royal High- 
landers have a squad of 25 men taw- 
ing both the physical training and 
bayonet tlghtlug sections of the course, 
while six men from the 3rd Siege Bat- 
tery of Heavy Artillery and six from 
the 4th Universities Company are tak- 
ing only the physical traiulng part. 
The officers taking this course arc Lt. 
Wilson, of the 3rd Siege Battery of 
Heavy Artillery (physical training ; 
Lieut. McLean, of the 73rd Battalion 
of Royal Highlanders; Lieut. Koello, 
of the 5th Royal Highlanders of Can- 1 
ada. and Lieut. Tyndale (all three tak- 
ing both physical training and bayonet I 
fighting), the lutter at present attach- 
ed to the 4th awaiting the formation of 
the 5th Universities Company. The 
men march up under command of their 
officers at nine o'clock and work at 
physical traiulng from *) to 12 each 
morning and at - o'clock, those taking 
bayonet fighting meet for an at'tcr- 
uono's work. 

The M.A.A.A. gym. has been pro- 
cured for three mornings a week, 
while the other three mornings the 
class will have lectures for tho first 
hour at tlic M.A.A.A. on Peel street, 
and then march up to the McGill cam- 
pus, where the class will be divided iu 
squads, who will take it In turn In giv- 
ing the details of the exercises. 

So far the bayonet fighting class has 
been held on the plateau of grass be- 
hind the old Medical Building at Mc- 
Gill University. It is expected that 
later trenches will be used ror practice 
in bayonet attack, when the class will 
move to ground specially laid out for 
that purpose. 

In the physical training the details 
for each exercise are given with the 
example by Capt. Nobbs, and after the 
practising of a complete table of ex- 
: crcises by the entire class, lt Is then 
divided up Into squads which proceed 
j with self-Instruction. The theory of 
; the work is then discussed by the in- 
structor, thus serving to making the 
morning of great interest and varia- 
tion. 

Tho bayonet work has so far been 
conducted without the use of trenches, 
and tho parrying and thrusts of the 
bayonet are practised with rifles, poles 
and bags, on the ends of sticks, with 
which the men take turn and turn 
about Only three officers and the 73rd 
Highlanders arc taking the bayonet 
work, so that the class contains no 
i more than thirty, ensuring! ample In- 
struction for all, especially when five 
of the Highlanders have already taken 
a complete course in bayonet fighting, 
at Valcartier this summer, and thus 
able to help Instruct the others.

It is a fine one, 
with a little place off one end to sleep 
in and a tabic and benches in the main 
part. If you stand on the roof you are 
In full view of Ihe enemy, so we stay 
down. There is an old house near 
whose front is riddled with shrapnel. 
A little further ou is a little town I 
visited yesterday. Well, it was a town, 
but now it is battered down and Is a 
sandbag village. I went, through a 
real chateau, lt is a shame the way 
is was damaged. Tho heavy draperies 
were still on the windows In a rather 
torn and dirty shape. The chateau it- 
self is built on an Island In a large 
artificial lake. The lodge is In the 
midst of beautiful grounds, or I should 
say, they were beautiful before Ihe 
war. A large shell hole adorns the 
side of the building, but did not break 
It very much. The hall Is Just like a 
classy hotel lobby, and a large ground 
piano sits unused In the drawing room. 
It was a sight worth seeing. 

"I am lucky in being able to see the 
country so much, for my Job is to in- 
spect camps all over tho division 
which are not undor our sanitary 
squad." 
A later letter reads: 
"Here I am again In my billet, which 
is— well, I don't know what to call It. 
It is a kind of small barn, but Is of 
brick and Is quite warm and comfort* 
ible. ' We are in a little town which Is 
quite quaint. 1 have Just come back, 
from spending the evening at a Bel- 
gium house, drinking coffee and 
watching the girl making lace. I don't 
know if you have ever seen anybody 
makiug lace, but. believe me. lt is in- 
teresting to watch. The two men of 
the house got out their flutes and gave 
us some music, which was very good. 
Some of the people are very nice. 

"lt will tuke us some time to train 
ourselves for society when we get 
This is a rough life, you ltnow.

Captain Percy E. Nobbs, of the In- 
structional Cadre of the 4th Division, 
is conducting a division course for In- 
structors in physical training and bay- 
onet lighting. Captain Nobbs was last 
year professor of architecture at Mc- 
Gill University, and in the middle of 
the winter he obtained a commission 
and went over to England as captain- 
instructor to the Northumberland 
Fusiliers. He has lately returned, and 
Intends teaching this class of Instruc- 
tors all the new Aldershot course in 
physical naming and bayonet fighting. 
The course, which is open to all units, 
will last about three and a half weeks, 
and when completed certificates as in- 
structors will be awarded to all those 
successful in passing the final exam- 
inations. 

The 73rd Battalion of Royal High- 
landers have a squad of 25 men taK- 
ing both the physical training and 
bayonet fighting sections of the course, 
while six meu from the 3rd Siege Bat- 
tery of Heavy Artillery and six from 
the 4th Universities Company are tak- 
ing only the physical training part. 
The officers taking this course are Lt. 
Wilson, of the 3rd Siege Battery of 
Heavy Artillery (physical training ; 
Lieut. McLean, of the 73rd Battalion 
of Royal Highlanders; Lieut. Koello, 
of the 5th Royal Highlanders of Can- 
ada, and Lieui. Tyndale (all three tak- 
ing both physical training and bayonet 
fighting), the latter at present attach- 
ed to the 4th a \. luting the formation of 
Lhe 5th Universities Company. The 
men march up under command of their 
officers at nine o'clock aud work at 
physical traiuing from I» to 13 each 
morning and at 3 o'clock, those taking 
bayonet fighting meet for an attcr- 
nono's work. 

The .M.A.A.A. gym. has been pro- 
cured for three mornings a week, 
while the oilier three mornings the 
class will have lectures for the. first 
hour at the .M.A.A.A. on Peel streat, 
aud then march up to the AlcGill cam- 
pus, where the class will be divided iu 
squads, who will take it In turn In giv- 
ing the details of the exercises. 

So far the bayonet fighting class has 
been held on the plateau of grass be- 
hind the old Medical Building at Mc- 
Glll University. It is expected that 
later trenches will be used ror practice 
in bayonet attack, when the class will 
move to ground specially laid out for 
that purpose. 

In the physical training the details 
for each exercise are given with the 
example by Capt. Nobbs, aud after the 
practising of i complete table of ex- 
ercises by the entire class, It Is then 
divided up Into squads which proceed 
with self-Instruction. The theory of 
the work is then discussed by the in- 
structor, thus serving to making the 
morning of great interest and varia- 
tion. 

The bayonet work has so far been 
conducted without the use of trenches, 
and the parrying and thrusts of the 
bayonet art. practised with rifles, poles 
and bags, on the ends of sticks, with 
which the men take turn and turn 
about Only three officers and the 73rd 
Highlanders arc taking the bayonet 
work, so that the class contains no 
more than thirty, ensurlngl ample In- 
struction for all, especially when five 
of the Highlanders have already taken 
a complete course in bayonet fighting 
at Valcartler this summer, and thus 
able to help Instruct the others.

Aciiug Sergeant G. Reid Glle?, of 
Science '17, who crossed recently to 
France with the Second Sanitary Sec- 
tion, Second Division, C.B.F.. writes 
the following interesting letter: 

" 1 am writing this letter in a real 
shell-proof dugout. U is a fine one, 
with a little place off one end to sleep 
iu and a tabic and benches in the main 
part. If you stand on the roof you are 
in full view of the enemy, su we stay 
down. There is an old house near 
whose front is riddled with shrapnel. 
A little furtnw on is a little town I 
visited yesterday. Well, it was a town, 
but now it is battered down and Is a 
sandbag village. I went through a 
real chateau. It is a shame the way 
is was damaged. The heavy draperies 
were still on the windows in a rather 
torn and dirty shape. The chateau it- 
self Is built on an island in a large 
artificial lake. The lodge is in the 
midst of beautiful 3rounds. or I should 
say, they were beautiful before the 
war. A large shell hole adorns the 
side of the building, but did not break 
It very much. The hall is Just like a 
classy hotel lobby, and a large ground 
piano sits unused In the drawing room. 
It was a sight, worth seeing. 

"I am lucky in being able to see the 
country so much, for my Job is to in- 
spect camps all over the division 
which are not under our sanitary 
squad." 
A later letter reads: 
"Here I am again iu my billet, which 
is— well, I don't know what to call It. 
It is a kind of small barn, but Is of 
brick and Is quite warm and comfort* 
ible. I Wc are In a little town which Is 
quite quaint. I have just come back 
from spending the evening at a Bel- 
gium house, drinking coffee and 
watching the girl making lace. I don't 
know if you have ever seen anybody 
making lace, but, believe me. It Is in- 
teresting to watch. The two men of 
the house got out their flutes and gave 
us some music, which was very good. 
Some of the people are very nice. 

"It will tuke us Bonio time to train 
ourselves for society when we get 
back. This is a rough life, you know. 
If the war would end soon, you would 
not .see a happier bunch of fellows , 
than the boys at the front. We arel 
all getting tired of the thing. If there 
was onl> something going on in the 
fighting line, it would not be so bad. 
Our Une is exactly the same as it was 
a year ago, only we are much better 
equipped and stronger than the Ger- 
mans. The army well looked after. 
You can get anything you want In the 
way of clothing, and we get well fed. 
Wo are mostly acting sergeants, wear- 
ing three stripes. Ot course, they are 
not permanent, and most likely we w11| 
not wear them going home. We could 
not do our work without them, as we 
have men under us. 

"Well, I must close now and get to 
bed, as it Is 7.30 o'clock. Every one 
must be off the street then here."
